We are deeply saddened to report the 
death of two compatriots : SAMPSON CON- 
NELL VI, one of the newer members of 
this camp, and DR. LAUMNCE E. ARNOLD, 
Past Texas Division Commander. 

Compatriot Connell was the father of 
Sam Connell VII, the brother-in-law of 
Tate Jordan, and the uncle of James and 
Earl Jordan. He was a life-long Austin- 
area resident. He was born on 15 August 
1 927 and passed from this life on 1 3 
August 1987 after a long illness. We 
have been fortunate that death has thin- 
ned the gray lines of Camp fS9 but few 
times. Each one though is a great loss. 

Dr. Arnold served the SCV well in 
several posts, among them Commander of 
the Texas Division. He was a friend and 
Dixie Donor of this camp having compli- 
mented us many times on our good works. 
Upon returning from the convention in 
Mobile, he was . stricken and died in 
Baton Rouge. He was born 25 January 
1908 and died 9 August 1987. He was in- 
terred in his Confederate uniform wear- 
ing the medals he had earned.

3TAT33 OF THE CONFEDERACY: 
ALABAMA 

The fourth state to leave the Union 
was Alabama who seceded on 11 January 
1861. Its secession convention called 
for a meeting of delegates from all 
Southern states in Montgomery on Feb. ^. 
It was at this meeting that the new pro- 
visional government of the C3A was or- 
ganized with Montgomery as the temporary 
capital and Jefferson Davis as its Pres- 
ident. Alabama loaned the new nation 
$500,000. 

Tnere was a movement in northern Ala. 
to form a pro-Union state and some fear- 
ed civil war would break out, but the 
movement failed. 

State troops seized the forts at the 
entrance of Mobile Bay and the arsenal 
at Mount Vernon. It was not until 1862 
that the Union captured sizable areas. 
Almost every white Alabamian old enough 
to carry a gun enlisted. 

Most of the iron used by the C3A came 
from Ala. with an average annual output 
of 40,000 tons during the four years. 
The state's munitions plants manufactur- 
ed the iron into shot and shell. 

There are only estimates regarding 
the number of Alabamians in the Confed- 
erate armies; estimates vary from 75 f 000 
to 125*000 from a population of just a- 
bove 500,000 whites. Losses are esti- 
mated from 25,000 to 70,000. -There were 
60-65 infantry regiments, 12-15 cavalry 
regiments, and more than 20 artillery 
batteries. 

On 8 May Gen. Dick Taylor surrendered 
the troops in Ala. to Union Gen. Canby. 
The state was readmitted into the Union 
on 13 July 1868. 



Keith Hardison, curator of Beauvoir, 
has informed us of a new program at 
Beauvoir to allow contributors to adopt 
an artifact, similar to adopt an animal 
at some zoos.

In our travel to and from Mobile we 
also discovered the Confederate Museum 
in New Orleans where Pres. Davis laid in 
state after his death. They are in need 
of funds to particularly finance a new 
air conditioning system which will re- 
place the one that died this summer. 
This is a very fine museum at 292 Camp 
St., New Orleans 70130. 

The worthwhile items are brought to 
your attention so that you might be able 
to help if you. desire to do do. And I 
am sure that our local museum could al- 
ways use funds for their operation.

NATIONAL DUES RAISED: 

CONFEDERATE VETERAN TO CONTINUE 

Subsequent to a detailed report from 
the ad hoc audit committee and debate, 
the general convention voted to continue 
the W CONFEDERATE VETERAN magazine. It 
will be funded through a $5 increase in 
national dues and by earmarking $2 more 
which had previously been voted for the 
magazine. Even though our camp fought 
to maintain the current dues structure, 
the amount has been raised. It is now 
time for us to show that Austin believes 
in the democratic process and abide by 
the will of the majority. 

Translated to local terms, this means 
that your dues to Camp #59 and the 3CV 
will henceforth be $20 per year for re- 
enlistments and $22 for new members. As 
part of your dues you will continue to 
receive the VETERAN. Though dues have 
changed, the times have not. The South, 
the 3CV, and Camp #59 still needs all 
her sonsl We urge you to reenlist for 
the 1 988 campaign when that time comes 
tfe also will continue to need"* Dixie Do- 
nors to help finance this newsletter and 
the many worthwhile projects we under- 
take. 1 988 dues are not due until Janu- 
ary 1 st. 

Other business included the conven- 
tion supporting the Texas Division's ef- 
fort to return the remains of the Texas 
Confederates killed at Glorieta Pass. 

Recommended amendments to the Consti- 
tution when considered in toto failed. 
By compromise the u house keeping " amend- 
ments were reconsidered and passed. The 
Permanent HQ Coram, was given the lati- 
tude to come up with less costly alter- ■ 
natives to the original plans at the 
next convention. The W.Tn. Brigade pre- 
sented a check for $20,000 for the per- 
manent HQ from money raised at the re- 
enactment of the Battle of Pittsburg 
landing. Next years convention will be 
in Columbia , S . C . lour editor played
